They, fuppofing it to bea Divine com- 

. mand, caufed one to be built there. 
The reft of the Dodoneans agreed with 
them in the relation. My opinion of 
them, faies Herodotus, isthis ; Jf it be 
true that the Phoenicians carried away 
thefe two holy Women, and fold one of 
thems into Libya, the other into Hellas ; 
it feems to me that this Woman was fold 
to the The'protians in she Coantry now 
call'd Hellas, before Pelafgia, where 
during her Slavery foe confecrated the 
piace near a neighbouring Oak: it being 
probable that fhe, who had been confeera- 
ted to Jupiter in Agypt, would retain 
the memory of him here. Now thefe 
Women were call’d by the Dodoneans 
maraases, Pigcons, bec.fe, ufing an 
unknown Language, they feem'd to {peak 
like Birds : but that this after a while 
Spake with a humane voices becaufe fhe 
by converfation had learn’d the Greek 
Tongue. When they fay the Pigeon was 
Black, chey fignify that the Woman was 
an Fegyptian.
